The heat of a planet produces 


radio emissions of a certain fre- 
ciuency or signal, which can be 
picked up by sensilive radio lele- 
scopes, 


The radio studies have supplied 


the first observation of the Kurd 
surface of Venus, 'Drake said. The 
lompornUire has been nearly 585 
degrees—almost 
Ihree times the 


boiling point of water—for at leasl 
tho last three years. 


The heat could come from a hot 


core, or more probably be due to 
the greenhouse-type heating effect 
from the thick veil of clouds sur- 
rounding Venus, Drake said.
